Mrs. Lena Bender, plump, 67 
years old, and gray haired, pulled 
on her calico bonnet this afternoon, 
took up a 12-gauge shotgun and 
marched out of her neat brick bun- 


galow on Sappington Barracks 
road, St. Louis County, to guard 
her land against WPA _ workers 
engaged in. widening-the 

fare for better access to busy Jef- 
ferson Barracks, three-quarters of 
a milie to the northeast. 

Along with Mrs. Bender marched 
her son-in-law, Virgil Allen, who 
owns the land just west of hers. 
Allen bore a .22-caliber rifle. With 
the two went Mrs. Allen to give 
moral support. Road workers, con- 
fronted with this display of armed 
force, diplomatically retired to a 
job farther down the road. 

Mrs. Bender, on guard, smoothed 
her dress, sat down on a concrete 
block on her lawn and laid her 
gun across her knees. A Deputy 
Sheriff looked on idly from a dis- 
créet distance. 

The mobilizatio nof the Bender 
and Allen households fdllowed im- 
mediately a border incident, which 
ended two weeks of watchful and 
intense waiting since the road re- 
construction began. It was just 
after lunch that a grading machine 
violated the Bender frontier by 
chopping off about an 18-inch strip 
of lawn. 

After the incursion of the grad- 
ing machine, Mrs. Bender deliv- 
ered an ultimatum. “One more 
inch of land,” she said, “and there 
will be trouble.” Orland Locke, 
WPA supervisor, said he wanted 
just a little more. Mrs. Bender 
was inflexible. 

She said she had a plat made 
by the County Surveyor in 1907, 
which showed that the width of 
the road was 40 feet. She said 
further that a 60-foot road, built 
like this one for defense, looked 
to her Jike aggression, 

‘“When they go so far as to de- 
prive a taxpayer, with the law on 
her sire, of 10 feet of property 
without paying for it,” she de- 
clared, “I say ‘pooey’ on them.”

Cox Declares in Debate on 
Bill That War Is Inescap- 
able—Cites Steps Taken 
by U. S. 


STIMSON ‘LEADING 
WARMAKER’—FISH 


Disregard’ of Senate’s 18- 
Month Limitation Pre- 
dicted by Congressman 
May. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP).— 
Congressman Cox (Dem.), Georgia, 
told the House today it should ap- 
prove indefinite extension of serv- 
ice for all men in uniform “because 
war is inescapable.” 

“The public has given over- 
whelming support to the President 
in what he has done and, if this 


means war, there is little reason 
to complain,” the Georgia Con- 
gressman told the House as it 
opened seven hours of debate on 
its service extension bill. 

Earlier Congressman Fish (Rep.), 
New York, has attacked the meas- 
ure as part of a “gigantic conspira- 
cy” he said was designed to involve 
this country in wars all over the 
globe. 

Fish termed Secretary of War 
Stimson, who has asked for an in- 
definite extension of the service 
of selectees, reservists and Nation- 
al Guardsmen, as “our leading 
warmaker.” 

Want Indeterminate Term. 

The Senate has approved an 18- 
month extension, but administra- 
tion leaders in the House are hold- 
ing out for the indeterminate term 
of duty. 

Chairman May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, of the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee, pleaded for ap- 
proval of an extension of military 
training as necessary for defense. 

“It’s a question of Con go- 
ing ahead with what was ‘started 
a year ago,” said May, adding that 
he favored sending American 
troops “anywhere they’re needed 
for the defense of the United 
States.” 

Representative Short (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, contended in reply that ex- 
tending service beyond the orig- 
inally set one year would consti- 
tute a “breach of faith” with selec- 
tees and “seriously undermine” 
army morale. 

Cox said he always had thought 
that war could not be avoided 
and noted that some persons main- 
tained that the Selective Service 
Act, British-aid program, estab- 
lishment of offshore naval bases 
and occupation of Iceland were 
actual acts of war. 

Each of these moves, he con- 
tinued, brought the United States 
“closer and closer to war.” 

“Let us present a united front,” 
Cox said. “Let us say to the world 
that we are Americans and that 
we mean business.” 

Fish Disagrees. 

Fish said that he disagreed with 
the argument that if selectees were 
released at the end of the present 
statutory year of training the army 
would be disorganized and asked 
if replacements could not be made 
in peacetime how they could be 
obtained “under war conditions 
when casualties may amount to 
30 per cent or more?” 

Congressman Sabath (Dem.), IIli- 
nois, deplored attempts by anyone 
to foment “disunity” in the country 
and asserted: 

“Tl’m against war; I’m against 
sending the boys across; that’s 
why I’m in favor of this legisla- 
tion.” 

Fish argued that new army of- 
ficers were being trained in three 
months and soldiers should be 
trained in less time.

Secretary of War Stim- 
son was reported yesterday to have 
mysteriously disappeared when he 
canceled a scheduled press confer- 
ence, but aids said today he was 
at his office here. | 

Gens. Marshall and Arnold were 
officially reported to be on “in- 
spection trips,” having left Wash- 
ington with the specific request 
that their itineraries be undis- 
closed. Knox was found yesterday 
at York Harbor, Me., and is today, 
according to associates here, at 
Manchester, N. H., “taking a brief 
vacation.” Stark is “on temporary 
leave,” and his whereabouts are 
said to be unknown. 

Welles Also “Missing.” 

Under Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles was also “missing” today. 
On Secretary of State Hull’s re- 
turn, Welles, who had been under 
considerable strain for many 
weeks, left for a brief rest. His 
office today declined to say where 
he had gone since he was. said to 
be desirous of a “complete rest.” 
He will return some time the mid- 
dle of next week, it was explained.

Says Fantastic German 
Claims Were Made to 
Bolster Morale — ‘Stalin

MOSCOW, Aug. 8 (AP),—Brand- 
ing.as “Arabian fairy tales” Adolf 
Hitler’s claims of vast military 
successes, the Russians estimated 
today that six and one-half weeks 
of war had cost the Germans more 
than 1,500,000 men, put their own 
losses at 600,000 dead, wounded and 
missing and declared the Nazi 
blitzkrieg a complete failure. 

The Soviet information bureau 
announced that fighting continued 
throughout the night on the Kaki- 
salmi, Smolensk, Bel Tserkov and 
Estonian sectors of the front. 

“There were no major operations 
in the remaining sectors of the 
front,” a communique said. 

Kakisalmi is on the Karelian 
Isthmus, about 75 miles northwest 
of Leningrad; Smolensk is 230 
miles west of Moscow, and Bel 
Tserkov is some 50 miles south 
of Kiev, the capital of the Ukraine. 
Kakisalmi has been mentioned in 
Russian communiques for several 
days, the other sectors even longer. 


Reply to German Claims. 

Sailors from the Russian navy 
have been put into action on land 
duty with the Red army on the 
Baltic front and have recaptured 
a village, a dispatch from the Bal- 
tic fleet reported tonight. The 
dispatch said a naval force marched 
50 miles to enter land operations 
and retook the German-held village 
after a three-day battle against 
superior numbers, finally storming 
it in a bayonet charge. 

While acknowledging the war 
had resulted in terrific casualties 
and heavy destruction of equip- 
ment, an early Soviet communique 
characterized as fantastic German 
assertions that 895,000 Russians 
had been captured and many 
times that number had been killed. 

Such claims, it said, were made 
only to bolster the morale of the 
German people, who, the Russians 
claimed, have been rendered un-, 
easy by rumors of Nazi reverses.

British Skipper on Raft Says Nazis 
Came Back to Scene Day 
After Torpedoing. 

LONDON, Aug. 8 (AP).—Duck- 
ing for apples on the open sea is 
a new accomplishment for at least 
one German submarine crew, the 
captain of a lost British ship re- 
lated today. 

A day after his vessel, loaded 
with South African oranges and 
apples, was torpedoed, he said, he 
saw the U-boat return to the scene 
and its crew fish out floating 
fruit. 

The captain said that he was 
clinging to a raft a mile off but 
that the Germans ignored it. A 
plane sighted the raft the next 
day and a ship was sent to the 
rescue. 


DUTCH FLYER DOWNS 5 NAZIS, 
APOLOGIZES WHEN HE IS SHOT 


LONDON, Aug. 8 (AP)—Vrij 
Nederland, Free Dutch newspaper, 
related today the story of a Dutch 
pilot, mortally wounded after 
shooting down five German planes 
in a dogfight over Northern 
France, who whispered this fare- 
well into his radio: 

“Please accept my apologies. I 
cannot go on.”

Americans Tell How Axis Planes 
Sank Ships, Blocking Suez Canal 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8 (AP).—The 
bombing of English ships in the 
Suez Canal by German and Ital- 
ian aviators who rarely missed 
their objective was described to- 
day by three Americans who re- 
turned from Capetown in the 
American-South African liner City 
of New York. 

“The canal was blocked several 
times,” said Justin P. Ramsey, of 
McAllen, Tex. “The Germans and 
Italians sank a number of Brit- 
ish ships in the Canal; then came 
the job of raising them by cranes. 
The blockade was 80 effective that 
at one period there were 200 ships 
held up at the entrance.”

OF SIATH SOVIET 
ARMY ALSO WIPED 
QUT, BERLIN SAYS 


Russians Reported Encir- 
cled Southeast of Uman, 
Which Is on Railroad 
Half Way Between Uk- 
raine Capital and Odessa. 


HELSINKI, Aug. 8 (AP).—Fin- 
nish forces reported today they 
had repulsed a series of Russian 
counterassaults including one by 
parachute troops on the Karelian 
front. 


BERLIN, Aug. 8 (AP).—The Ger- 


man high command announced to- 
day that German armies, midway 
between Kiey and Odessa in the 
lower Ukraine, had captured the 
supreme commander of the Sixth 
Soviet army, annihilated his as- 
sault force and taken 30,009 other 
prisoners. 
Although it was reported in oth- 
er quarters here that Kiev, the 
Ukraine capital, had been encircled 
by fast-driving German forces, the 
communique from Adolf Hitler’s 
headquarters indicated that the 
main southern offensive is stretch- 
ing southward toward the Black 
Sea coast instead of eastward, and 
is aimed at cutting off the big 
port of Odessa. 

Encirclement in Uman Area. 

The communique said the cap- 
tured Russians were encircled 
southeast of Uman, about 125 miles 
south of Kiev on a branch railway 
connecting with Odessa. With these 
forces, it. said, the Germans and 
their Balkan allies captured large 
quantities of war material. 

(Authoritative sources in Lon- 
don said that a German drive in 
the Ukraine aimed at cutting off 
Odessa appears to be making 
headway, and said the main 
Odessa-Kiev railway had been cut 
and a subsidiary line threatened.) 
The communique also reported 
progress on both sides of the pin- 
cers drive toward Leningrad from 
the north and west. 
In Estonia, it said, German 
forces have penetrated to the Gulf 
of Finland shore and have cap- 
tured Wesenberg, 68 miles south- 
east of Tallinn. It gave no de 
tails from the Finnish front, but 
said merely “the attack of German 
and Finnish troops is making fur- 
ther successful progress.”

WASHINGTON, Auf. 8.—No war 
immediately likely but continual 


maneuvering for position with re- 
sulting war from any slips—this is 
the Washington forecast for the 
Far East.

The British are massing on the 
Thailand border and many believe 
that if the Japanese do enter 
Thailand, the Thailanders will ex- 
pect the British to enter from the 
other side..

British action also, in the last 
analysis, depends upon the out- 
come of the Russian-German 
struggle. If Britain were sure the 
Russians could hold the Japanese, 
it would surely halt any further 
Japanese advance southward with 
violence. If, on the other hand, 
the Germans win, Britain will have 
to see what Germany is up to 
next before getting itself involved 
in the Far East.

Hiring of Legislative Lobbyists 
Defended by Party Chairman Hulen 


Democratic Leader for Inquiry Into Bribery 
Talk.if Evidence Is ‘Competent,’ but Opposes 
Spending Thousands on Rumors. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 9.—C. 
Marion Hulen, chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, to- 


day defended the practice of hiring 
lobbyists and paying them “dearly” 
to influence legislation pending be- 
fore the State Legislature. 

In a statement in which he took 
cognizance of the many funds 
raised during the recent legislative 
session, Hulen gave his further ap- 
proval to the lavish entertainment 
provided by lobbyists for members 
of the Legislature. 

“It is no law violation,” Hulen 
said, “for firns or individuals to 
engage and pay dearly for the 
services of lawyers and lobbyists 
to safeguard their interests during 
legislative sessions. Neither is it 
a law violation for these lobbyists 
to entertain the members of the 
Legislature at the expense of the 
interests they represent. 

“Nor is it a law violation for a 
State Senator merely to assert to 
a disinterested party that it ought 
to be worth $2000 to a State offi- 
cial to be confirmed by the Senate. 
And it is no laW violation in itself 
for an individual to express the 
belief that he might be able to 


secure the influence of a certain 
legislator for a consideration.” 

All these things may be~“eth- 
ically questionable,” Hulen said, 
“but they are not legally wrong.” 
Hulen is a lawyer at Moberly, Mo. 

“He said “any competent evidence 
of bribery or crookedness” which 
may have taken place at the re- 
cent session should be presented 
to a grand jury and be investigat- 
ed without delay. 

“This does not mean,” he add- 
ed, “that the State should be forced 
to spend thousands of dollars, and 
the orderly processes of our courts 
and State government interrupted 
and delayed merely for the pur- 
pose of investigating rumors.” 

For a grand jury to begin in- 
vestigating any charge which is 
not based on “ample and reliable 
substantiation,” Hulen said, would 
be for it merely ‘to undertake a 
wild goose chase “at the instiga- 
tion of a sinister metropolitan 
press.” 

Reports that more than 20 or- 
ganizations raisea funds to influ- 
ence legislation have been brought 
to light, along with statements of 
officers of some of these organiza- 
tions that they were approached by 
members of the Legislature, either 
directly or in roundabout fashion.

Wm. Lee Davis Was Trying 
to Save Plane, Eugene 
Langan Writes. 


William L, Davis, St. Louis pilot, 
who was killed in Engiand last 
March 18 while serving with the 
Royal Air Force, lost his life in an 
effort to save his plane in a forced 
landing, it is related in a letter 
received today from Eugene Lan- 
gan, St. Louisan now with the Ca- 
nadian Air Force in England. 

“While at the Air Ministry and 
in various places,” Langan wrote 
his sister, Miss Marian Langan, 
7532 Byron place, Clayton, “I have 
been told about the crash that 
William Lee Davis was killed in.

A young flying instructor and a 
student pilot were killed late yes- | 
terday afternoon when their dual- 
control training plane collided in 


mid-air with another training plane 
over an auxiliary flying field near 
St. Charles. The pilot of the other 
plane was able to make a safe 
landing. 

The dead are Harold V. Knapp, 
22 years old, formerly of Covert, 
Mich., an instructor for the Bray- 
ton Flying Service, and Anthony 
Detomatis, 25, of Collinsville, a 
student in the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration’s civilian pilot train- 
ing program. 

Ellis W. Smith, 21, of Pattonville, 
student pilot of the second plane, 
suffered no injuries, The left wing 
was sheared off his Waco biplane, 
but -he brought it down on the fly- 
ing field without further mishap. 

Felt “Slight Thud.” 

Smith said he did not see the 
other plane ,a yellow Piper Cub, 
and that he had no idea of how 
the crash happened. He was prac- 
ticing a power landing and had 
just cut the throttle down to half 
speed at about 400 feet when he 
felt a slight thud. 

The Piper Cub, which was below 
Smith’s plane, spiraled several 
times in the air, then dived into 
a clover field. 

James Boschert, a farmer’s son, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
saw the Cub plane plummet to the 
ground,. He found Knapp and De- 
tomatis pinned in the wreckage. 
Both apparently had been killed 
instantly. 7 

The Rev. Vincent M. Scheltinga, 
pastor of a Catholic Church in 
Chicago, who was driving along 
St. Charles County Highway B 
with friends, told a reporter he 
saw the two planes meet in mid 
air. As the Cub plane was coming 
down, he gave conditional abso- 
lution to its occupants. 

Investigation Under Way. 

It was not known who was pilot- 
ing the Cub plane when it crashed, 
but Knapp apparently attempted 
to right it, since his hand was on 
the stick. His watch had stopped 
at 5:55 p. m. 

R. P. Parshall, an fhspector for 
the air safety board of the Civil 
Aeronauticas Authority, began an 
investigation of the crash today. 
An inquest is scheduled for today 
in St. Charles. 

The flying field from which the 
two planes were making their 
practice flights is near Boscher- 
town, on the level ground between 
the Mississippi and Missouri riv- 
ers. There is no hangar there, the 
students flying over from Brayton 
hangar at Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

Knapp had been living at 2142 
Sixty-ninth street, Velda Village, 
since coming here from Michigan. 

Detomatis was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Martin Detomatis, resid- 
ing on a farm near Collinsville. A 
former football player at Collins- 
ville High School, he was a clerk 
at a boiler equipment company in 
East St. Louis.

Until this 
afternoon, the messages re- 
ferred to "Potomac sailors” with- 
out once specifying the presence 
of the President, also referring 
rather elaborately to the beneficent 
New England air which had re- 
vived “the Washington party.” 

There is one story here that the 
President may have transferred to 
a navy cruiser to keep his ru- 
mored rendezvous, When he de- 
parted on the Potomac on Sunday, 
unusual precautions were taken to 
insure secrecy at sea. Newspaper 
men were asked not to speculate on 
his whereabouts as the yacht 
moved. 

Of course the tone of the mes- 
sages from the Potomac may be 
merely one of President Roosevelt's 
little jokes. If the Churchill- 
Roosevelt meeting is wholly myth, 
no one would enjoy more than the 
President himself slyly feeding the 
legend. He takes a huge delight 
in such jokes on the press. 

It is not unusual for Marshall 
and Arnold to be away from their 
offices.

On Joint Tax Returns. 


Under questioning by Senator 
Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, Mor- 
genthau said the Treasury’s recom- 
mendation for joint tax returns was 
not in conflict with the President's 
request for modification of the 
joint return requirement originally 
approved by the House Ways and 
Means Committee, but rejected by 
the House. 

Morgenthau gaid the President 
had “backed up” the Treasury in 
its proposal that “substantial re- 
lief” should be granted for hus- 
bands and wives earning separate 
incomes if joint returns were re- 
quired. 

“Frankly,” said Barkley, “I have 
not been very enthusiastic about 
joint returns.” Barkley added that 
long effortsghad been made “to 
free women from contro] of their 
property by their husbands.” He 
said the joint return system “would 
tend to break down that independ- 
ence.” 

“But unfortunately,” Morgen- 
thau replied, “a great many 
wealthy people have taken advan- 
tage of the separate returns to 
transfer income to the women and 
thus avoid taxes.” . 

A comprehensive joint return re- 
quirement, Morgenthau estimated, 
would raise $258,000,000 of addi- 
tional revenue if special credits | 
were provided for husbands’ and 
wives’ earned income. 

Morgenthau said that since 1932 
about $7,500,000,000 of property has 
been transferred from one spouse 
to another.

Morgenthau told the committee 
that “if you want to strike all sil- 
ver legislation off the books it will 
be all right with me.”

MADE $72,778,000 IN 1939 


F. B. I. Agent Gives Testimony at 
Anti-Trust Jury 
Hearing. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Aug. 8 (AP). 
—Combined net profits of the coun- 
try’s three largest tobacco com- 
panies rose from $25,513,102 in 
1912 to $72,778,938 jin 1939, a Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation agent 
testified today. 

The peak, $105,707,939, was 
reached in 1931, but after three 
years above $100,000,000, the com- 
bined net fell to $55,286,104 in 1933, 
F. C. Culbertson of Louisville told 
the tobacco anti-trust trial jury. 

Culbertson, who said he had con- 
ducted accounting investigations 
for the F. B. I. for more than seven 
years, also gave this breakdown of 
net profits for the three major cor- 
porate defendants: American To- 
bacco Co.’s net rose from $15,443,- 
960 in 1912 to $26,427,934 in 1939, 
reaching a peak of $46,189,741 in 
1931; Liggett & Myers’ net went 
from $7,169,185 in 1912 to $20,705,- 
549 in 1939, and reached its high 
point of $24,207,631 in 1937; R. J. 
Reynolds’ net rose from $2,899,956 
in 1912 to $25,645,455 in 1939, 
reaching a peak of $36,396,816 in 
1931,

But before the measure passed, 
at the end of a stormy session 
lasting more than six hours, the 
Senate wrote in a provision that 
would give all men with more than 
a year’s service a $10-a-month pay 
increase. This would have the ef- 
fect of increasing the present base 
pay of a private soldier to $40 a 
month after the first year. 

How much this increase would 
cost was not goné intd by the 
sponsors, but they asserted it of- 
fered an incentive for extra service 
which «would help smooth the 
rocky road they expected the legis- 
lation to encounter in the House.

Senator Downey 
(Dem.), California, proposed a $30 
a month bonus for army, navy and 
Coast Guard personnel kept in the 
rafiks more than 12 months. 

This amendment was defeated in 
a voice vote, and a subsequent pro- 
posal by Senator Lafigét (Rep.); 
North Dakota, for a $100 a month 
bonus lost the same way. 

25 Per Cent Rise Defeated. 

Administration leaders, who had 
argued that pay increase proposals 
ought to be handled in separate 
legislation, barely managed to de- 
feat, 37 to 36, an amendment by 
Senator Johnson (Dem.), Colorado, 
which would have inc 
pay per cent. 
A few moments later, with sev- 
eral uniformed men in the, gal- 
leries looking on, the Senate voted 
39 to 34 for an amendment by Sen- 
ator Mead (Dem.), New York, pro- 
viding the $10 monthly pay rise. ° 
Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado, 
attacked the amendment as a 
“haphazard” proposal that might 
actually reduce thé number of men 
in the army, unless additional ap- 
propriations were made quickly. 
He pointed out the army was gov- 
erned by appropriations already 
made and would have to cut its 
personnel if it were forced to in- 
créase pay without getting more 
mioney. 

From Protest to “Perfect.” 
Senator Hill (Dem.), Alabama, 
protested against attempting to 
readjust army pay in the pénding 
legislation, but after the Senate 
approved the measure, he told re- 
porters he thought it was “perfect” 
and had no objection to inclusion 
of the Mead proposal. 

War Department officials said 
that as closely as they could esti- 
mate this would cover 1,300,000 
men, not all of whom have com- 
pleted 12 monthe’ service réquired 
before receiving the increase. 
These officials said the wording 
of the amendment as adopted was 
such that it was possible the pay 
increase might be retroactive, so 
that a regular enlisted man who 
had spent 25 years in the army 
might draw the additional $10 a 
month as back’ pay for 24 years. 
In the form finally approved by 
the Senate, the legislation also 
would lift the limitation of 900,- 
000 on the numiber of selecteés 
that might be in training at any 
one time. 

Right to Further Extension. 

Congress would retain the right 
to extend the 18month service 
period subsequently if it found 
such action was necessary in the 
interest of defense. 
The Secretary of War would be 
empowered to release from serv- 
ice men 28 years old or older, as 
well as those whose retention 
would entail undue hardship. Re- 
employment benefits would be ex- 
tended to all men covered by the 
measure. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 

tana, took the floor late in the 
day to say he had received more 
than 1000 letters from selectees 
who did not wish to serve more 
than one year. 
Wheeler recalled that Senator 
Pepper (Dem.), Florida, said 
Wednesday that seléctees might be 
needed for five to 10 years and 
added that “the Fiorida Senator 
often has forecast events weeks or 
months or a year in advance.” 

When Pepper inquired what de- 
fense. Wheeler believed the nation 
should have, the latter replied the 
country “should .be made 4g0 
strong no nation or combination 
of nations would dare to attack 
us.” 

“But you can’t make the nation 
that strong while sending billions 
of doHars worth of needed military 
equipment to Russia and China,” 
he added.

GERMAN WARNING 
TO IRAN REPORTED 


ANKARA, Aug. 7 (Delayed) 
(AP),——Germany was reported 
today to have warned Iran it would 
sever diplomatic relations if the 
Teheran Government expelled Ger- 
man nationals from the country 
under British pressure. 

The warning was said to have 
been delivered by the Nazi min- 
ister at Teheran, 

(Authorized sources in Berlin 
denied the Ankara report. A 
spokesman said Iran already has 
rejected British demands that Ger- 
mans be expelled and that Ger- 
many has every reason to be sat- 
isfied with Iran's attitude.) 

German diplomats also were un- 
derstood to have advised the Iran 
Government that the Nazi armies 
advancing into Soviet Russia would 
be standing. on Iran’s Caucasian 
frontier before winter.

2. The reinforcement of Libyan 
troops in preparation for attack 
against the German African army 
under command of Gen. Erwin 
Rommel, with the purpose of cre- 
ating an active second front where 
the Germans could hardly have the 
advantage due to the scarcity of 
communication lines. 

That the British are actively pre- 
paring an offensive in this sector 
is crystal clear. Two days ago 
their Egyptian command declared 
the region southeast of Alexandria 
between that city and the Mersa 
Matruh railway station and the 
Mahmoudis canal a military zone, 
thereby depriving wealthy Alex- 
andrians of their favorite shoot- 
ing grounds. This is interpreted 
to mean that the British have de- 
cided to keep indiscreet eyes off 
the railway which connects Alex- 
andria with the entrenched camp 
of Mersa Matruh. Also that the 
British have decreed that there 
shall be no observers of materials 
being transportec on the ‘canal 
which is the only water link be- 
tween Cairo, Suez and Alexandria 
and the railway station.

MOSCOW, Aug. 8 (AP). 
LLOWING is the text of to- 
day's communique replying to 

German claims regarding Russian 
losses: ‘ 

The German high command’s re- 
port on the results of six weeks 
of war are Arabian fairy tales. 
More than six weeks have passed 
since the German Fascist troops 
perfidiously attacked the U. 8. 8. 
R. Encountering powerful resist- 
ance of the Red Army, German 
troops sustained tremendous losses 
in men and arms. Increasing re- 
sistance of the Red Army, bold 
guerrilla actions and the struggle 
of the entire Soviet people against 
the invaders has affected sharply 
not only the fighting capacity and 
morale‘ of German Fascist troops 
but also the morale of the Ger- 
man people. 

Weariness caused by a protract- 
ed war, reports penetrating Ger- 
many about, the tremendous losses 
of her army, sharp aggravation of 
the food situation in Germany and 
increasing dislocation of industry 
cause despondency and confusion 
amidst the German population. 

Fascist propaganda endeavors by 
false reports of military opera- 
tions on the Eastern front to raise 
the spirit of German soldiers and 
population. Concealing from the 
German population the real losses 
suffered by the German army in 
the war against the U. S. 8. R., 
Hitlerite propaganda is 
ing the population to ridiculous 
nonsense—for instance, that 16 
German calvarymen annihilated a 
Soviet regiment, or that five Ger- 
man infantrymen captured 17 for- 
tifications and annihilated a whole 
Soviet regiment which was defend- 
ing them. 

‘Absurdity Apparent.’ 

The absurdity of sueh reports 
is so apparent that the German 
population does not believe them 
at all and naturally, as it was 
stated by the German command 
itself, “an uneasy notion of the 
progress of military operations” 
has been created in the country. 

For this very reason German 
propaganda, joining efforts with 
the chief command of the German 
army, played a new trick by pub- 
lishing Aug. 6 sensational com- 
muniques on the progress of hos- 
tilities on the Eastern front. Try- 
ing to find an explanation for the 
heavy losses of German armies at 
the front and for protracted time 
taken by German Fascist hordes, 
German propaganda attempts to 
create a legend on the existence of 
a “powerful fortified Stalin Line.” 

And this “Stalin Line” appears 
without any delay on the whole 
front—from the Gulf of Finland 
to the Black Sea—wherever Ger- 


man troops sustain especially heavy 
losses in meeting the stiff resist- 
ance of Red army units. 
Certainly the Soviet Government 
with time created some fortifica- 
tionsfwhere it was necessary. How- 
ever, no special “Stalin Line” ever 
existed or exists. The line was 
invented by the Germans to justify 
their tremendous losses which are 
due not to the existence of a “spe- 


cial line” in defense of the VU. S. 


S. R., but to the fact that the 
Red army and the Soviet people 
defend their native land with the 
greatest bravery and courage and 
transform every inch of the native 
land into fortifications, 


Prisoners and Booty. 

No less absurd and ridiculous 
are “estimations” of Hitlerites con- 
cerning war prisoners and booty 
allegedly captured by the German 
army on the Eastern front. 

The German command published 
the following fantastic figures of 
Soviet war losses: 895,000 war pris- 
oners, 13,145 tanks, 10,388 guns, 
9082 airplanes. 

German propaganda excelled it- 
self. The technique of these false 
“estimations” is as follows: 

Occupying a Soviet district, the 
Fascists immediately and forcibly 
mobilize the population, rural em- 
ployes, ete, for arduous hard 
work and drive them to the rear, 
declaring this population to be war 
prisoners, Certainly in this way 
one may not only count 895,000 war 
prisoners allegedly captured by the 
Germans during the war but even 
considerably more. This is how 
the German Information Bureau 
fabricates in its communiques the 
fairy tales on the number of cap- 
tured Red army men. 

German propaganda is resorting 
to tricks no less unskillful in pub- 
lishing false data about allegedly 
captured trophies — Soviet guns, 
tanks, aircraft. Concocting these 
“data,” the Fascists obviously in- 
cluded first of all their own losses, 
adding’ our losses and adding to 
these extravagant figures whatever 
came to their head. By this pro- 
cedure one may count not only 
13,000 Soviet tanks, 10,000 guns and 
9000 aircraft allegedly destroyed 
by the Germans during the war 
but considerably more. 

‘Failure of Blitzkrieg.’ 

Undoubtedly the chief command 
of the German army did not pub- 
lish without reason this obviously 
false information on the progress 
of military operations, It was com- 
pelled to do this by failure of the 
britzkrieg plans against the U. 8. 
S. R., the collapse of predatory 
plans for capture of rich booty 
on occupied territory — wheat, 
cattle, factories, various structures 
and stocks Of raw materials and 
manufactured goods—and by ex- 
tremsly heavy losses of men and 
material by the German army. 

Since the German command has 
not risked publishing the true data 
on its lo , the Sov7i2t Informa- 
tion Bureau will complete this flaw 
of the “special communiques” of 
German propaganda Aug. 6. 

In six weeks -* wr, Fascist Ger- 
many lost more than 1,500,000 Ger- 
Man soldiers, killed, wounded, and 
prisoners. These immense losses 
explain why the Germans still are 
throwing into combat soldiers more 
— 45 years old and youths of

missing figure about 600,000 men. 

German armored. divisions have 
suffered heavy losses. The Red 
army has captured or destroyed 
more than 6000 German tanks. 
Our losses figure about 5000 tanks. 
German artillery has suffered 
extremely heavy losses. In six 
weeks of war the Red army has 
seized or destroyed 8000 German 
cannon, losing in the same period 
about 7000 guns. . 

German aviation has suffered 
particularly heavy losses. Accord- 
ing to verified information the 
German losses are more than 6000 
planes. Our losses in six weeks of 
war are about 4000 planes. 

This six weeks’ war balance 
sheet shows with evidence how 
cheaply Hitler and his criminal 
gang regard the lives of the Ger- 
man soldiers—they are pursued 
under the murderous fire of our 
machine-guns and artillery, they 
are shot by their own officers 
When they retreat, and the German 


command has abandoned to their 
fate thousands of wounded. 

As one can see from the above- 
mentioned facts the true picture 
of the balance sheet of six weeks 
of Hitlerian Germany’s.war against 
the U. 8. 8S. R. is as different as 
day and night from the false “spe- 
cial communiques” in which Ger- 
man propaganda definitely has lost 
all restraint in its lying.

WASHINGTON, Aug. & (AP).— 
Agreement by a joint Senate-House 
committee ‘cleared the way for 


final congressional action today on 
legislation authorizing the Presi- 
dent to requisition articles deemed 
necessary to the defense program. 

The bill, previously passed by 
both houses in slightly different 
form, must be approved by both 
before it can bécome law. 

The legislation authorizes the 
President to take property and pay 
a “fair and just compensation” 
when there is an immediate need 
which will not admit of resort to 
another source of supply and after 
other méans of obtaining the prop- 
erty upon “fair and reasonable” 
terms are exhausted. — ‘ 

The measure also authorizes req- 
uisitioning of any military or 
naval equipment, supplies, or mu- 
nitions or machinery, tools or ma- 
terials needed for manufacturing 
defense articles. 

The conference committee re 
moved a House amendment which 
would have prevented removal of 
machinery or equipment from @ 
factory, if it was nétessary for the 
operation of the plant. 

Also eliminated was a House re- 
quirement for payment of “fair 
market value.” 

When the Presidert finds that 
requisitioned property is no longer 
needed for defense purposes he is 
required to return it to the owner 
for a faif value if the owner so 
desires.

NAZIS SAY RAIDERS 


BERLIN, Aug. 8 (AP).—Destruc- 
tion of 59,500 tons of British ship 
ping in submarine action and air 
raids within the last 24 hours was 
claimed by the German high com- 
mand today. 

The communique said subma- 
rines sank a total of 46,500 tons ‘in 
“an especially strongly protected” 
convoy bound for England. Nine 
ships were damaged by torpedoes, 
including four totaling 29,000 tons, 
“whose loss is probable,” it added. 

The air force was credited with 
destroying three freighters total- 
ing 13,000 tons off the east coast 
of England and damaging five 
big merchant ships, including a 
tanker. 

DNB said six ships in a British 
convoy were sunk during the last 
few days.

PRESIDENT OF PERU REJECTS 
RESIGNATION OF CABINET

St. Louis Congressman De- 
nounced Measure as ‘Bait 
to Get Votes’—Commit- 
tee for Overriding.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8. — The 
$320,000,000 pork barrel bill which 
waS disguised as a defense high- 
way measure is today back in the 
hands of the House Committee on 
Roads for revision, instead of be- 
coming, as was confidently ex- 
pected, the law of the land. This 
surprise action in the House was 
due largely to Representative 
John J. Cochran (Dem.), St. Louis, 
who lied the debate. The Presi- 
dent’s veto was sustained by a 
narrow margin of two ballots less 
than the two-thirds majority re- 
quired, 


Cochran denounced the bill as 
“an excellet bait to get votes.” He 
took the floor in defiance of warn- 
ings from other members that it 
would be futile to urge the House 
to sustain the veto. It had previ- 
ously been overridden in the Sen- 
ate by a vote of 57 to 39, with 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, alone rising to defend the 
President. The House Committee 
on Roads, of which Representative 
Cartwright (Dem.), Oklahoma, is 
chairman, had voted unanimously 
to reject the veto, 


During yesterday afternoon’s de- 
bate of an hour, only three Demo- 
crats and one Republican argued 
that the President should be up- 
held, while a dozen or more mem- 
bers of both parties advocated that 
he be overridden. The final vote 
was 251 to 128. Recorded as not 
voting were 54 members. 


State Ready to Do Job. 


On June 2, the President request- 
ed an appropriation of $125,000,000 
for the construction of highways 
and other. strategic improvements 
in military, naval and. industrial 
areas vital to defense. The Sen- 
ate doubted the appropriation. The 
House then raised the ante to 
$287,000,000, after which a confer- 
ence report, approved by both 
chambers, jacked the total up to 
$320,000,000. 

The President’s outstanding ob- 
jection was that under the bill as 
passed the money would have been 
allotted not according to defense 
needs, but to all the states on a 
basis of population and other dis- 
tributive provisions of the Federal 
Highway Act, 

“There are certain places in my 
State,” Cochran declared, “and in 
fact one in my district, that should 
and will benefit under this legis- 
lation. But if it is determined in 
the end that we are not entitled 
to recognition, then the State of 
Missouri must and will do the job 
itself, as it is absolutely neces- 
sary. ’ 


“Day after day we hear of the 
waste of public funds appropriated 
for national defense purposes. 
Where could there be more waste 
than in allocating money to a stafe 
or states for roads needed for de- 
fense, when careful surveys have 
clearly indicated there is no neces- 
sity for expenditures for that pur- 
pose? Rather than allocate this 
money among the 48 states of the 
Union, let it go to those states 
where the need is most urgent, re- 
gardless of where they are located. 


“I have read the President’s 
message with extreme care and 
I think he is fully justified in his 
objections. If all members will 
study that message carefully, they 
will agree with me. Feeling that 
the President was justified in veto- 
ing this bill and the reasons he 
gives are sound, it is my purpose 
to support him, and I hope that 
the House as a whole will do like- 
wise.” 


Cochran. pointed out that sus- 
taining the veto need cause little 
delay, “because the committee is 
in a position to bring in a bill 
immediately that will eliminate, 
at least in part, some of the Presi- 
dent’s objections.” 


The revised measure, he predict- 
ed, would pass the House and Sen- 
ate within a few minutes.

In any case, there is ample evi- 
dence in Hitler’s report on the 
Smolensk battle that the Russians 
have massed tremendous forces 
before Moscow. The claim of more 
than 300,000 Russians captured on 
that narrow front alone shows 
that. By Nazi yardsticks that 
would indicate total Russian cas- 
ualties of close to a million men 
in the Smolensk sector fighting. 

Yet obviously the Russians are 
still holding there in _ great 
strength, too great for the Ger- 
mans to press on immediately 
against Moscow.

Young Eagles of 


Put College Spirit Into Training 


U: S. Air Force— 


Once These Flyers Get Behind Machine Guns 
of Their Speedy Interceptor Planes They 
Become Cool, Efficient Fighting Men.

MITCHEL FIELD, N. Y., 
Aug. 8 (AP). 
HE new eagles in the United 
T states expanding air force 
have brought the old college 
spirit with them into their prep- 
arations for aerial warfare. 
It’s a grim business, but there 
is nothing grim in the way the 
young flyers handle their jobs. 
From the sidelines here at Mitchel 
Field an observer gets the feeling 
of smooth co-ordination and power 
which the army is developing in 
this arm. 
Teamwork is apparent in every 
move. There is close harmony. be- 
tween the flyers in the air and 
the whole intricate framework of 
the ground organization which 
keeps ‘em flying. 
There has to be, because these 
flyers belong to the -interceptor 
command, whose duty is to deflect 
enemy bombers headed for Ameri- 
can cities or military objectives in 
the Northeast. They are ready to 
go into action any hour of the day 
or night, just as similar pursuit 
squadrons are ready at other stra- 
tegic points in the United States, 
The pilots themselves look young 
in their uniforms, and one knows 
their counterparts can be found 
on any gridiron in the nation in a 
few weeks when the football train- 
ing season opens. 
But somehow they don’t look 
like youngsters once they climb 
into their parachute harness, pull 
on their helmets and slide into the 
cockpits of their planes, with the 
machine gun snouts poking out of 
the wings and from the cowling 
above the engine. 
And one realizes it is because 
they have become a part of the 
formidable machine, They have no 
age then, They are cool, efficient 
fighting men selected for their 
roles of skyway defenders because 
of their physical and mental fit- 
ness and technical skill, 


Story of John Lyons. 


These young flyers are fellows 
like John Lyons of Savannah, Ga., 
The Citadel, '39, a second Lieuten- 
ant in the Thirty-third Pursuit 
Group, who volunteered for service 
when he finished his college work. 
A sense of patriotism may have 
been a factor in his decision, but 
the primary reason he joined the 
Air Corps was because he loves to 
fly. The others are like that, 
too. : 

Ever since he can remember 
Lyons has been interested in air- 
planes. Every chance he got he 
was out at the airport watching 
the planes, watching mechanics 
tinker with the engines, dreaming 
of the day. when he would be at 
the controls of a ship. 

When he went to The Citadel in 
South Carolina he joined an aero 
club and learned to fly. Lyons 


played football a couple of years, 
but dropped it for fear an injury 
might ruin his ehances to become 
an army pilot. 

After graduation he entered the 
Army Air Corps, was given the 
basic training course and then 
went to Kelly Field in Texas for 
advanced training. He was one of’ 
the lucky 60 per cent to survive 
the tests which weed out those 
either physically, mentaHy or tem- 
peramentally unfit as pilots. 

You can’t have a case of nerves 
when you are sitting behind a 
1000-horsepower motor in the fast- 
est ships that American skill can 
devise. You can’t fly a $250,000 
machine at 350 or more miles an 
hour with your heart in your 
throat—not in this man’s army. 

That’s why the boys are pretty 
cocky after they win their wings. 
They don’t realize until they reach 
such fields as Mitchel that they 
are neophyte. in the business ‘of 
being a fighting pilot. 

While in training they flew 
planes with engines developing up 
to 650 horsepower and with in- 
structors to guide them over the 
bumps. But with training over, 
they drive a thousand horses and 
are on their own once they nose 
their fast planes into the sky. 
They've left the scrubs and gradu- 
ated to the varsity squad. 


Pride in Teamwork. 

Soon they get the feel of their 
new responsibilities and take great 
pride in their flying skill and team- 


work, 

“There’s nothing quite like the 
satisfaction of good formation fly- 
ing,” Lyons said. “You go up in 
close formation and you notice one 
man is flying in closer to the lead- 
er than you, so you edge your wing 
in closer. The other fellow does 
the same and soon you are flying 
with wing tips just inches apart, 
diving, climbing and going through 
maneuvers without a waver. That’s 
a great thrill.” 

Out on a gunnery range, the men 
learn the art of spearing an enemy 
with machine gun bullets while 
diving and climbing at tremendous 
speeds. These men at Mitchel are 
the pursuit group, and it is their 
duty to intercept the enemy bomb- 
ers before they can drop their 
cargoes on cities and military ob- 
jectives. 

A plane tows a long sleeve at 
the end of a steel cable and the 
flyers dive on the sleeve with col- 
or-tipped bullets spouting from 
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their guns. The bullets leave a 
trace of color in the sleeve when 
they hit and by this means the 
flyers are able to determine which 
are the best marksmen. 

Daily the army flyers practice 
against the time when they might 
be called to intercept invading 
bombers. Men are on alert 24 
hours each day. 


At some lonély point along the 
coast one day a lookout might spot 
enemy, planes approaching. The 
air field is notified and told the 
direction, altitude and speed of 
the raiders. 


Quickly, the defense post plots 
the course of the approaching ships 
and the pursuit pilots run to 
their planes and are off. They 
know the rate of climb and speed 
with which they must fly to inter- 
cept the slower bombers at a given 
point, 

These are the moments for 
which the flyers ive, the minutes 
when they are at the controls of 
a plane. But in a comparatively 
short time aloft they take a terri- 
fic physical beating. It isn’t the 
same when you are driving Dobbin 
down a quiet country lane as when 
you drill a hole through the thin 
air at 20,000 feet at terrific speed.

HERE in the Far East during 

the past week we have been on 
the’ very verge of war, not of the 
imaginary war of the isolationists 
in which American soldiers are 
supposed to be landed in Europe 
to fight their way to Berlin, but of 
a very real war in the Pacific 
which might begin any day.

EATHERING demolition bombs is one thing, but coming through 
a shower of fire bombs while standing on a roof-top and holding 
a bucket of sand in one hand, a bucket of water in the other is 
something else.

The things he said—his prediction of the 1937 reces- 
sion, for example—actually happened. t Rey 
Even if he is only half.right this time-sand our 
general price structure has already advanced 20 per 
cent while 28 vitally important commodities are up 
a good 50 per cent—then there is no time to be lost. 


Now it is obvious that wages and other produc.-. 


tion factors, as well as prices, must be controlled if 
we are to have any hope of checking the inflation- 
ary trend which has already set in. The question is 
whether Congress would be wise to hold up part of 
the program because all of it has not been introduced. 
+ There have been some unofficial hints—one of 
them in Henderson’s Government-distributed For- 
tune article on anti-inflation measures—that the 
administration may before long present a wage pro- 
gram. As a matter of fact, the arbitration powers 
of the National Defense Mediation Board could easily 
be shaped into an effective implement for this pur- 
pose. And it probably would be much wiser to leave 
wages t6 a special agency than to burden price 
specialists with the job of policing pay envelopes. 
That is Henderson’s view. He has made it clear 
that he is not unmindful of the need for controls 
over wages, transportation charges, utility rates and 
other cost factors which influence the price struc- 
ture. He would, however, leave these to agencies 
working in co-operation with the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration. And he adds this sage counsel: 
“The. most important way to keep wages under 


prices in bounds. The approach to wages is through 
the cost of living.” 

While there has already been a very:definite wage 
increase in certain fields, notably coal mining and 
some of the mass-production industries, the old pat- 
tern of wages lagging behind prices still holds good. 
According to Henderson, the average worker has re- 
ceived only a 2 per cent increase in real wages. The 
price-control bill, therefore, is momentarily the more 
urgently necessary guard against inflation. 

However, to insure its speedy passage, the admin- 
istration might do well to assure Congress that its 
economic program, when completely rounded out 
will take cognizance of wages, too. 

Such a statement certainly should not be with- 
held because of any fear of its psychological or 
political effect on labor. Working men shquld real- 
ize that if inflation comes, they will be among its 
first and hardest-hit victims, 
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THE JIMSON WEED BECOMES RESPECTABLE. 

For generations, the jimson weed has had one of 
the lowest reputations in the vegetable kingdom. It 
was a notch above poison ivy and poison oak, but 
it ranked miles below such mild offenders as the 
dandelion, crab grass and the cocklebur. The jim- 
son weed was an outcast even among weeds, with 
its rank smell, its scraggly growth, its poisonous 
effects on human beings and livestock. Its various 
names—stinkweed, thorn apple and devil’s apple— 
expressed the low status it held among farmers. 

All that is changed now. The jimson weed has 
become respectable, and its presence on a farm is 
no longer a sign of shiftlessness, but of thrift in 
pushing a new cash crop. Cessation of certain drug 
imports brought out the jimson weed as a substi- 
tute, and farmers are getting % cent a pound for 
it. At Jonesboro, Ark., a buyer is trying to round 
up 100,000 pounds or more. 

If science can find a use for.the jimson weed, 
then its resources are practically boundless. It 
wouldn’t be surprising now to find the mosquito 
or the chigger rated as an essential ingredient in 
the chemist’s laboratory. 
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THEY WANT CONCENTRATION CAMPS HERE! 

Concentration camps should be established in the 
United States. Deportable aliens as well as native- 
born and naturalized “anarchists” should be placed 
behind barbed wire. 

Such is the startling theme of an editorial in the 
Missouri Selective Service News, publication of 
State draft headquarters. The piece, oddly remi- 
niscent of the style of Der Stuwermer or Der Angriff, 
was written by an army officer and approved for 
publication by another army officer—an officer who 
admits that he was never clear about what the 
editorial meant, but “published it anyway.”

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INDORSEMENT OF THE MERIT SYSTEM. 

An important indorsement of the proposed new 
municipal civil service system, to be voted on at a 
special election on Sept. 16, has been given by the 
Governmental Research Institute of St. Louis. 

The Governmental Research Institute is privately 
financed, but it is non-partisan and its interest is 
in efficient and economical administration. 

Here is what this group of experts on city gov- 
ernment says about the proposed amendment: 


The present Charter provisions relating to per-: 
sonnel administration are completely inadequate 
in content and they have broken down in prac- 
tice. The provisions of the proposed amendment 
are a vast improvement over those adopted in 
1914. In the opinion of qualified specialists in 
public personnel administration, the amendment 
will provide the basis for a satisfactory and 
workable civil service system. Its adoption 
should go a long way toward bringing better 
government to St. Louis. 
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WANTED: ANOTHER BILLION DOLLARS IN TAXES. 

Here it comes, the demand for higher taxes! 

The House has barely sent its $3,200,000,000 reve- 
nue bill to the Senate, yet Senator Connally is al- 
ready urging his colleagues to increase the amount. 

Like today’s suggestion by Mr. Morgenthau, he 
wants to raise not only the $300,000,000 lost when 
the House refused to plug the joint-return loophole, 
but at least $700,000,000 more so that the bill might 
come a bit @loser toward keeping reveniie in pace 
with expenditures. 

The Senator from Texas is right. In this bill and 
in subsequent ones for many a year, we shall have to 
tax ourselves heavily and more heavily. There ‘is 
only the impossible alternative of stopping defense 
expenditures, of saying that safeguards against Hit- 
lerism are not worth the price. 

But the Senator is dead wrong when he says 
that the amount ought to be made up by a further 
lowering of income tax exemptions in the very low- 
est brackets. This should not be done without re- 
storing the joint-return provision, Nor should there 
be resort to the so-called excise taxes, which are 
nothing but concealed sales taxes, and, as such, 
a heavy burden on those least able to bear it. 

Poor and rich alike, we will have to pay for de- 
fense, but the Congress—Senate and House—had 
better see to it that taxes are levied with a whole- 
some respect for the ability to pay. 
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ONE MISTAKE MISSOURI DIDN’T MAKE. 

A dispatch from Harrisburg, Pa., reminds us of 
something for which we all may thank the last 
session of the Missouri Legislature. For the Penn- 
sylvania Legislature passed, and Gov. Arthur H. 
James has signed, a series of repressive bills affect- 
ing the rights of political groups.

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AILING off the New England coast, and

With this war nearly two years old, the 
President, according to views generally held 
two years ago, has done the incredible. For, 
two years ago, nearly all Americans said 
that if a major war should come in Europe 
the United States could not keep out of it. 

They meant keep out of the shooting. Two 
years ago people assumed, as a matter of 
course, that war meant shooting and that 
shooting meant war; and that there was 
nothing in between such as non-belligerency 
and near-war having no relation to neutral- 
ity in the older sense. The people have been 
learning, but today the test of war for most 
Americans is shooting. And this test may 
be applied to the President’s performance. 
We are still out of the war. 

If President Roosevelt can go six months 
longer with no shooting, he will just about 
equal the duration record of President Wil- 
son in keeping out of the other war. And 
Wilson had easier conditions to face in keep- 
ing out, 25 and 26 years ago. There was 
then no such overwhelming American sen- 
timent against the Germany of the Kaiser 
as there has been against the Germany of 
Hitler from the moment of this war’s out- 
break,

With the people of the United States so 
much divided in sentiment and even in 
sympathy, in 1914-16, a strict policy of neu-, 
trality (old style) was the obvious and only 
possible course for the Government.

Whether Roose- 
velt will end as Wilson did, in war to the 
hilt, is still in doubt—impossible as it would 
have seemed two years ago. 

Yet Roosevelt, in effect, has followed a 
course in conformity with the main stream 
of popular preference—as Wilson did in 
his critical pre-war years. 

The American people have been at heart 
more warlike under Roosevelt than under 
Wilson in the sense ‘that they have been 
far less neutral. For, in the present war, 
the people’s dominant wish has been short 
of peace—to help defeat Hitler. And so they 
have had no use for genuine neutrality and 
have been ready to approve all acts, un- 
neutral in the extreme, if only they con- 
tributed—without shooting or “sending our 
boys to fight in Europe”’—to the frustra- 
tion of the Axis. 

These two contradictory desires have thus

It knows that it is not likely that we shall 
have too much housing in this land of ours, 
no matter how many houses are erected 
for dislocated defense workers at this time. 
The thing it fears is that, when it is all 
over, the houses will be in the wrong places. 

Mere villages have swelled to cities in the 
last few months, merely because a new 
defense factory has been built or a can- 
tonment is near by. When defense needs 
diminish or the cantonment is abandoned. 
the workers who flooded into the erstwhile 
village will go back home. The village will 
return to its original size. The defense 
housing will be useless in the shrunken 
“boom town.” : 

The Government knows this and has been 
acting accordingly. Large numbers of 
pre-fabricated houses have been erected in 
these swelling towns—houses which can be 
taken apart almost as easily as they were 
put together, houses which can be moved 
hundreds of miles almost overnight as 
there is need for them elsewhere. 

There is wisdom in this—and eventual 
economy. It is long-range Government 
thinking, a thing to be encouraged.

N fact, it is evident from their 
statement that they do not real- 

ize that since the Japanese occu- 
pation of Indo-China, the situation 
in the Pacific has become so deli- 
cate and so explosive that only the 
most powerful diplomatic action, 
and some good luck besides, can 
prevent war. What Mr. Hoover 
thinks about this desperately. real 
problem in the Pacific, he has 
never ventured to tell the Ameri- 
can people. 

Yet, as a matter of history, the 
present phase of the conflict be- 
tween Japanese imperialist expan- 
sion and the United States began 
when Mr. Hoover was President, 
and the original and fundamental 
decision to oppose Japan was made 
by him. He was the President who 
decided not to recognize the first 
Japanese aggression—in Man- 
churia in 1931. And he was the 
President who sent American rep- 
resentatives to Geneva to rouse the 
world against Japan. And he was 
the President who sent his Secre- 
tary of State to Mr. Roosevelt, 
when he. was President-elect, to 
see to it that the Hoover-Stimson 
policy of opposing Japanese ag- 


gression would be maintained by 
his successor. 

Yet today when his successor is 
face to face with the final conse- 
quences of that policy, and in the 
very week that the issue has been 
rising to the extreme crisis, Mr. 
Hoover is out with a statement 
which has been written by some- 
body who does not know that there 
is a crisis in the Far East.

OR if you take the generalities 
F in the statement and try to 

apply them to the actualities 
in the Far East, they do not make 
sense. One would have to say that 
Mr. Hoover now advocates the fol- 
lowing: that we should not have 
frozen Japanese assets or cut off 
fuel and metals, for these are cer- 
tainly “belligerent moves,” which 
the statement deplores, that apart 
from delivering supplies to the 
Chinese Government in San Fran. 
cisco we should do nothing for 
China, that we should not oppose 
Japan if she seizes The Nether- 
lands Indies or Singapore, that we 
should stand by and let Japan 
obtain control of the resources of 
the East Indies, that we should let 
the British be driven out of the 
Pacific, that we should let Austra- 
lia fall under Japanese domination, 
that we should let the Philippines 


that we should be uninterested in 
whether Japan conquers Siberia or 
becomes allied with a Russian pup- 
pet government and thus estab- 
lishes herself as our nearest neigh- 
bor in Alaska. 

Thus Mr. Hoover, who initiated 
the present policy of opposing Jap- 
anese expansion, would now, if his 
statement is to be taken as apply- 
ing to the Far East, let the Jap- 
anese expand, let them conquer 
the Chinese, the British, the Dutch 
and the Russians in Siberia. Thus 
if we ever do have to fight Japan 
to make good the policy Mr. Hoo- 
ver inaugurated, we shall have the 
satisfaction of doing it all alone, 
uncontaminated by association with 
any imperfect or distasteful allies.

Now that he and his 
fellow thug, Adolf, are tearing at 
each other's entrails over some 
dispute in the division of jhe spoils 
of civilization, who has the face to 
say that, in helping Stalin, we are 
helping against an aggressor or 
that, in helping to preserve the 
bloody tyranny of Soviet Russia, 
we.are defending democracy? 


For Nazi-Red Fight. 


In cold-blooded realism, and, in 
view of the perils we have as- 
sumed elsewhere, it can not be de- 
nied that it is to our advantage 
to have Hitler and Stalin tear each 
other’s insides out, and, the great- 
er the mutual destruction of their 
strength, the better for us, but in 
the name of sincerity and pru- 
dence, let us cast off all hypocrisy 
about this new alliance, let us be 
careful of what kind of aid we 
send that may be later used 
against us. 

One of the reasons why the war- 
minded men in this country and 
their British associates have been 
disappointed in their appeals to 
our people for overwhelming unity 
for immediate war, is the transpar- 
ent insincerity of some of their 
appeals, of which “defending the 
democracies” -and “resisting the 
aggressors” are prime examples. 

This war is and from the start 
has been, a war of empires for 
world domination and control, Our 
part in it is to protect ourselves 
from being squeezed in the clash 
of vast conflicting ambitions. It 
might have been less slick and 
clever to have made this clear to 
our people from the start instead 
of sugaring them with idealistic 
slogans and sentimental mush. It 
might have been less clever, but 
it would have been much more 
honest and, as I believe, more ef- 
fective for unity today. 


May Be Blessing. 

Well, this Russian development 
should clear up a lot of that fog 
and make the issues much more 
plain. To that extent it may be a 
blessing in the end, 

But we no more can afford to 
go to sleep with our thumb in 
Stalin’s mouth than he could af- 
ford the same luxury with Hitler. 
It is said with a grand gesture 
that we are going to supply 
Stalin’s armies—“arsenal of democ- 
racy” and whatnot. We haven't 
enough for our own army, much 
less Britain’s. The only practicable 
available supply route is across the 
Pacific. But is it to our advan- 
tage to build up a strong Soviet 
force in the Siberian maritime 
provinces? It was only a year ago 
that one of our chief worries was 
the threat of Russian air bases 
so close to our shores in the 
North Pacific. All these recent 
gestures of ours still appear to 
lack the desirable evidences of sin- 
cerity on the one hand or pru- 
dence on the other.

FOR CIVILIAN DEFENSE 


Draft Director Urges Deferred 
‘Men to Offer Services 
tu Country. 


An apveal to draft registrants 
in deferred classes to volunteer for 
civilian defense duties has been 
issued by Lieut. Col. Claude C, 
Earp, State draft director. 

Pointing out that virtually all 

communities soon will be launch- 
ing civilian defense programs, Col. 
Earp said: “Many of our young 
men have entered .he armed forces, 
leaving at home others who for 
one reason or another have had 
their military training deferred. 
Those who remain owe it to those 
who have been called and owe it 
to their country to help in its de- 
fense when they are needed.” 
Meanwhile induction of the 1080 
men to be drawn this month from 
draft districts in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County continued today, 
but many boards have been unable 
to fill their quotas on the required 
dates. 
The difficulty, draft board clerks

The imperial rivalry of world powers has enabled almost helpless 
Siam to survive 100 years of imperialism. Siam, or Thailand, as 
the nationalist regime renamed the country in 1932, is indepen- 

ent because none of these powers was willing for any other to 


dominate it. 


This means Thailand is the strategic state of southeastern Asia. 
ho controls Thailand menaces all the powers of the Far East, 
save perhaps China. That's why Thailand today is the center of 
world attention. At last, Japan seems to be moving in openly 
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and frankly as the dominant power of East Asia. 


Japan needs Thailand primarily as a stepping stone toward 
that domination. Geography makes Bangkok, for instance, the 
best all-around supply center and air base on Asia's hot corner. 
It would provide a springboard for attack against strategic Singa- 


pore, Burma and India, or the Netherlands Indies. 


The Japanese are handicapped in extending their power; they 
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are short of three basic sinews of war—oil, rubber, and tin. 


Thailand, itself, produces some of the rubber and tin the Jap- 
anese need. But not the oil. The most accessible oil is in Burma. 
Poduction there is close to 5,000,000 tons annually. That's enough 
0 supply the ordinary needs of Japan in peacetime or half her 


needs in a major war.

R. VICTOR .G. HEISER, the 
Pastner of “An American Doc- 
tors’ Odyssey,” has written a 


book appropriate to the time, 
called “Toughen’ Up, America!” 
(McGraw-Hill Book Company, pub- 
lishers), — 


“We have assumed world lead- * 


ership. Whether we want it or 


not, whether we are prepared for 


it physically or materially, it has 
been forced upon us, As individ- 
uals we must make ourselves fit 
for it. The physical stamina of a 
people is as important in arma- 
ment as cannon.” That is the 
thesis of Doctor Heiser’s book. 

Certainly it is a pertinent mes- 
sage at the present time. Doctor 
Heiser has chapters on food, sleep, 
exercise, our daily upkeep, the 
conquest of germs, and our own 
worst enemy, which is each man’s 
self. There is a chapter for those 
under 30, in which on the question 
of diet is quoted Doctor McCol- 
lum’s advice, “Eat what you want 
after you have eaten what you 
should.” - 

Much of the work of planning 
America’s course in the next few 
years will be done by men over 50, 
and for, them Doctor Heiser’s 
chapter called-~ “Outwitting the 
Years” will be valuable. 

As would be natural with Doctor 
Heiser’s background, he empha- 
sizes the value of preventive med- 
icine. Certainly preventive medi- 
cide has proved itself in the pres- 
ent war and an instance of what 
it can do is given by Dr. Heiser 
as follows: 

“One instance in which a re- 
markable improvement in public 
health was brought about quickly 
by money spent in education was 
the use of a fund of $300,000 con- 
tributed by Massachusetts for the 
relief of the people of Halifax, 
when the ships carrying munitions 
exploded in the harbor during 
the first World War. 

“I was privileged to direct the 
expenditure of this fund. In Hali- 
fax I found eight groups each 
eagerly supporting a plan, one for 
a tuberculosis hospital, one for a 
home for the blind, all sorts of 
humanitarian projects. ... 

“*‘What you really need,’ I told 
them, ‘is a modern health depart- 
ment to bring about compulsory 
vaccination to prevent another 
epidemic of smallpox. such as the 
one that followed the explosion, 
adequate garbage disposal, pas- 
teurized milk, child welfare, an 
efficient chlorinated water supply, 
and all the other essentials to pre- 
vent and control disease. Such a 
program would be more effective 
than new buildings in reducing the 
tuberculosis rate, and most other 
diseases, for that matter.’ 

“Early that summer the Halifax- 
Massachusetts Health Commission 
was organized. District nurses 
and health centers worked with 
the police and school teachers and 
the welfare organizations. Cooks 
trained in dietetics, went into the. 
homes and showed housewives how 
to make the best expenditure of 
their money. ... . 

“The results of the diversified 
health program were spectacular. 
In five years the death rate was 
cut from 20.1 to 11.7 per 1000, and 
the infant death rate from 187 to 
97 per 1000. Nearly 2480 people 
were alive who otherwise would 
have been dead.” 


Questions and Answers. 


Reader:—“Do beef cubes have 
any value?” 

Answer: Beef extracts have lit- 
tle or no caloric value and can 
therefore be used in a reducing 
diet to satisfy appetite without 
counting as food. But they should 
not be considered as having any

Answer: The two things acidity 
causes are sleeplessness and gout, 
although everything is ascribed to 
acidity from the skin in and back 
out again. If you find the cause of 
the itching, the correct cure will 
suggest itself, It is likely to be a 
local irritant rather 
vague acidity.

The 
second ,year season subscriptions 
jumped to 300. This year we had 
almost 400 and we feel now that 
we have won the complete confi- 
dence of the St. Louis public.” 

With no backers and no bank- 
roll, Holland and the group he 
had gathered around him, ended 
up the first Town Square sum- 
mer season with: all bills paid and 
a few pieces of equipment built 
to go into their second season, The 
summer of 1940' ended with profit 
enough to enable the outfit to 
buy its own seats instead of rent- 
ing them from an undertaking 
company.and to install a good 
public-address system.

HOLLAND’S VIOLENCE has 
been mounting yearly since he left 
Soldan High School to take a few 
courses at the University of Cali- 
fornia in stage literature, direct- 
ing and stage design. In the fall 
of 1933 he returned to St, Louis 
to join the old Mummers group 
and spent six winter seasons with 
that organization, 

“By 1939 I felt that I had said 
everything there was to be said 
with the Mummers,” Holland ex- 
plains. “And yet I still had things 
to say and I needed some place 
to say them. Town Square was 
the result.” 

For the past three winters, the 
violent Holland has spent his spare 
cash and time studying and acting 
at the famous Pasadena Playhouse 
at Pasadena, Cal. And this Fall 
when the Town Square season is 
over and he returns to Pasadena 
he hopes for a directing berth at 
the Playhouse. 

Six feet tall, and weighing 156 
pounds, with brown eyes and black 
hair, Holland regularly loses 20 
pounds with each summer season 
at Town Square. It’s his “vio- 
lence,” he says, plus the inability 
to keep his nose out of the work 
staked out for Gilbert Croft, 
Town Square’s business manager; 
Owen Miller, stage designer; John 
Allen, makeup expert; Lucellea 
Mick, properties supervisor; Jack 
Handford Jr., costume designer; 
Sol Millman, lighting engineer, and 
Anne Jennings, publicity director. 

With no hobbies or recreation 
outside of the theater, Holland 
spends all his time working for the 
success of his three-season-old ven- 
ture. 

“If I had sailed around the world 
on an innertube or something like 
that, people might find me a more 
exciting fellow,” he apc*~~'~es, “but 
unless people like to talk theater, 
they don’t like to talk to me.”

Why Do We Call It a "Dud?™

OME of the atrocities commit- 
ted at the bridge table are so 
incredible that, when it comes 
to puttinng them into print, the 
reporter is likely to feel downright 
silly, . Yet, when the players in- 
volved are supposed to be mem- 
bers of that exalted class, national 
masters, certain cases should be 
recorded ag curiosities, if nothing 
else. 
Here is “one for the book.” 
West, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
North-South 30 part-score. 
East-West. 60 part-score. 


A word of explanation must pre- 
cede the bidding. West dealt and 
passed, and East thought that 
North passed also, hence East 
opened with one club. Actually, 
North had only mumbled some- 
thing about the weather, so East’s 
bid was called “out of turn”; the 
auction reverted to North, and the 
complete sequence then became: 


West North East South 
Pass Pass ino trump 2 no trump 
Pass Pass Double Pass 
Pass Pass 


As noted, East, having had his 
club bid canceled, and his partner 
barred from the auction, officially 
opened with one no trump, accord- 
ing to his legal rights. South, know- 
ing that he could not be doubled by 
West (who was barred from any 
bid), took a flyer with two no 
trump. East, however, was strong 
enough to double this on his own 
account, and the whole matter 
should have turned out very well 
for the East-West team. 

West, ignoring the information 
he had received about East’s club 
suit, shrewdly opened the heart 
six. East-won with the king and 
autocratically shifted to clubs, 
playing the king, ace and three 
spot. West disgustedly concluded 
that East’s heart king had been 
blank, that declarer had made a 
natural holdup of the ace. Declar- 
er now led the diamond ten and 
West correctly ducked. He could 
not know that East had the ace; 
‘he might have the king, in which 
case putting up the queen prob- 
ably would be fatal. 

On the lead of the diamond 10, 
East continued his brilliant de 
fense—he ducked! Now declarer 
led a low diamond, West ducked 
again, and the ace won. At this 
point East still could have led 
hearts to defeat the contract 800 
points, but not this East! He was 
unalterably convinced that declar- 
er had the guarded heart queen, 
and determined to set up a club 
trick. He led another club. De- 
clarer won, cashed the spade king, 
scooped up the diamond queen 
with his king, and entered dummy 
with a diamond. A_ successful 
spade finesse accounted for the 
eighth and fulfilling trick!

French Knots of Candlewick 


HAT pleasanter occupation 
Wines making yourself — this 

pretty rug? Though it’s easy 
to make and sturdy — simple 
French knots of candlewick on a 
burlap base — it’s as exquisite as a 
fine French carpet. 

The colors of your future “heir- 
loom” might be dark blue for 
the diamond-shaped panel, aqua- 
marine for the border, turquoise 
blue for the corners. For the flow- 
ers use dainty pastel hues. 

On the burlap draw first the 
outline of the rug, 20 by 30 inches, 
ruling the two diamonds two and 
one-half inches apart. Then sketch 
in simple flower-and-leaf shapes. 

To make a French knot, thread 
a tufting needle with candlewick 
yarn and bring it up through bur- 
lap. Now twist the point of the 
needle three times around yarn 
to right, as in our sketch, and in- 
sert the needle close to where it 
came up. 

When the whole surface of 
your rug is covered with knots, 
turn under edges of the burlap 
and whip together with denim 
backing.
